came firſt, under the Conduct of Julius Cæſar, into Brita 
to vindicate Androgius his Right; but found ir a difficar 
Work. Aud, tho' they-prevail'd at laſt, yet they did ng 
offer to ſet up for themſelves till the Empire of Clauiu 
who properly began the Conqueſt of Britain, about the mij. 
dle of the firſt Age. The Britains lived under the Roman Fn. 
pire near four Hundred Years ; that is, from Claudius the fi

The Britains being thus reſtored to their Ancient Libem 
did not long enjoy it; being Iavaded by the Saxony, wh 
then were formidable at Sea, and an aggregate Bogy of muy 
People, come this way. to try their Fortunes.

The greateſt ws yp" againſt London Houſes, beiog for 

the moſt part Brick, is their Slighraeſs, occaſioned by the 

Fines exacted by the Landlords, So that few Houſes, at 

the common rate of Building, laſt longer than the Ground- 

Leaſe, that is, about 50 or 60 Years. In the mean time, 

it there happens to be long and exceſſive Heats in Summer, 

or Colds in Winter, the Walls being bur thin, become at 

laſt ſo penetrated with the Air, that the Tenant muſt needs 

be uneaſy ; But theſe Extreams happen very ſeldom.

As to the Occency of her publick Worſhip, I cannot but 
vote the Marquis de Rhoſme in this Point; Who being ſent 
Enbaſſador to King Jeme: I. by Henry IV. of Fraace,. was 
agrear Admirer of it. And for Church-Government, I beg 
kave to give here the Senſe of the very Words which I beard 
my (elf from the Mouth of one of the Judges of the late 
Chamber of Edict of Caſtres. I fear (ſays he) that Calvins 
qulling down the Epiſcopal Government will at laſt be the Ruin 
of th Proteftant Party in our Kingdom, and grve this Reaſon 
forit. That, for Want of Proteſtant Biſhop: to ſupport their 
ſnarſt at Court, they were laokt upon with Scorn and Contemee, as 
41 Party without 8 Head, which therefore could not fland long 
tant 4 Miracle. And it has proved accordingly, 121 
In ſhort, the Church of England being ſound in her Doctrine, 
religious in her Worſhip, and having an uninterruped Szc- 
fox of Biſbop to ordain Prieſts and Deacons, and to do all 
ther Duties proper to their Dignity, wants nothing for 
Salvation.
